Sad times plagued the parish of 


Christ Church in Andover during 
the holiday season of 2001. 

After leading his flock during 
the difficult days of post-Septem- 
ber 11, popular priest-in-charge 
Dennis Jarry died unexpectedly 
just two days after Christmas that 
year. His untimely death, coupled 
with the aftermath of the terrorism 
attack, had many church members 
feeling somewhat lost spiritually 
and wondering how they could 
band together to restore their 
vibrant church life. 

Well, members have been 
working on that and, as a result, a 
new team of Episcopalian church 
leaders is now in place to lead the 
flock. These three leaders are 
proud to say that the vibrant 
church life on Central Street is 
back with a vengeance. 

“We've hit the jackpot,” says

“This is what the church wants 
and we've got it.” 

What the church has is a newly 
installed assistant rector and a full- 
time music director with interna- | 
tional credentials.

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Fire officials are investigating 
the cause of a fire that started in the 
basement of an Elm Street home 
last Friday afternoon and brought 
out every Andover fire truck avail- 
able. 

Firefighters knew it was a well- 
involved fire when they got the call 
at 3:38 p.m. from the home’s next- 
door neighbor. The person called 
after the home’s owner came to the 
neighbor's house to say, “My house 
is on fire!” Deputy Fire Chief Al 
Deldotto said. 

Firefighters found “a significant 
fire at the back of the house,” Del- 
dotto said. Fortunately, the three 
people who were home at the time 
of the fire, an elderly couple and the 
woman’s 16-year-old granddaugh- 
ter, were safely outside. 

The home is located at 161 Elm

field Road. There was no one at the 
home earlier this week to answer 
the door. 

“The entire on-duty department 
was there,” said Deldotto and that 
included three engine trucks, a lad- 
der truck and an ambulance. 

“Everything we have was 
there,” he said, adding, “that’s not 
uncommon. We have to do that 
sometimes.” 

He said it took about 40 minutes 
to put out the fire. The cause is still 
under investigation and it has been 
determined that the fire started in 
the basement. Oil-fueled appliances 
are being considered as the possible 
cause, including a furnace. A 
wood-burning stove in the base- 
ment was not damaged in the fire.

No races for any town office

School Committee election 
incumbent Christopher Smith 
will not run for reelection after 
all, creating a silent election 
year for Andover as all four 
seats for town offices will now 
go unchallenged. 

Town Clerk Randy Hanson 
confirmed that Smith handed in 
a signed letter on the Thursday, 
Feb. 17 deadline to withdraw his 
name from the ballot. 

Smith’s concession makes 
newcomer David Samuels the 
only name that will appear on 
the School Committee 
ticket for the 2005 
election ballot. David 
Hastings had earlier 
withdrawn from the 
race saying he believed 
his views were greatly 
in line with those of 
Samuels. 

Smith declined to 
comment Monday on 
his decision to drop out 
of the race, saying that 
he would not give a 
public statement until 
he returned from vaca- 
tioning with his family at the 
end of the week. 

One week prior to his con- 
cession, Smith told the Towns- 
man that his primary reason to 
run for a second term in public 
office was to help conclude a 
fair and equitable contract for 
Andover teachers. Smith said he 
was the chief negotiator among 
the three School Committee 
members at the bargaining table, 
including Chairman Tony James 
and Debra Silberstein. Commit- 
tee members Art Barber and 
Dick Collins have abstained 
from taking part in contract 
negotiations because their wives 
belong to the teachers’ union. 

Late Monday night, Feb. 14, 
the School Committee and the 
teachers’ union reached a tenta- 
tive agreement. While both par- 
ties agreed not to release any 
details of the contract until 
teachers vote on the measure

following school vacation, legal 
counsel representing each side 
released a joint statement saying 
the agreement calls for a 
cent pay raise over three years 

Smith did not affirm whether 
the potential closure on contract 
negotiations affected his deci

Town yard solution still needed 


Town Meeting voters will be asked to make improvements 


By Andrea Gregory 

Town Meeting voters will be 
asked to approve two articles and 
a total of $225,000 to help fix 
problems that have plagued the 
town yard for years. The pro- 
posed solution, different from 
another idea presented this sum- 
mer, might involve creating a 
wooden building at Spring 
Grove Cemetery. 

The town yard is the down- 
town area near the police station 
used by some workers who 
maintain town property, and salt 
and sand the roads. Neither one 
of this year’s requests poses as 
an instant solution. But Plant and 
Facilities Director Joe Piantedosi 
says Town Meeting approval 
could begin to transform the 
town-yard site. Dilapidated 
buildings, a leaky roof and space 
constraints are among the prob- 
lems at the town yard off Lewis 


Street and Buxton Court. 

Voter will be asked to transfer 
$150,000 that Town Meeting 
appropriated in 2003 for Plant 
and Facilities Capital Projects. 

(Part of another old appropri- 
ation — which has more than 
$100,000 remaining — would be 
combined with any money left 
over after the cemetery building 
is complete to rebuild space for 
the Parks workers. “Maybe the 
two put together would be 
enough. And that could be a per- 
manent building for Parks, * said 
Piantedosi.) 

In the Capital Projects Fund 
article, voters will be asked to 
approve $2,177,000, of which 
$75,000 will go to town yard

addition to the cemetery building 
to accommodate Forestry,” 
according to the town. 

If this article is approved, the 
money could be used for repairs, 
remodeling, constructing and 
reconstructing at both the town 
yard off Lewis Street, and at 
Spring Grove Cemetery. 

Piantedosi said he would like 
the money to build a two-bay 
garage at the cemetery for the 
four-man Forestry Division. 

“My hope is to present that to 
the selectmen,” said Piantedosi. 

According to Piantedosi, his 
proposal is for a small, wooden 
structure, which he hopes is far 
enough away from surrounding 
streets to avoid resistance from 
abutters. 

Last summer, a plan to use 
the same money to create a 
metal building, faced neighbor- 
hood opposition when it went 
before the Planning Board for 
approval. 

The proposed construction 
would have created a 6,250 
square foot, one-story garage 
next to the temporary Spring 
Grove Fire Station. The garage 
would have been used to store 
trucks and lawn mowers. It 
would have been 125 feet long, 
and run parallel to Spring Grove 
Road. To reduce costs, the plan 
was to build it out of steel. The 
plan was withdrawn without 
prejudice in July. 

Moving the small Forestry 
Division off-site would allow the 
Parks Division to take over its 
current space.

| that his information should be 
available to residents at local 
police departments where he 
works and lives. 

On July 13, 1995, Johnson 
was convicted of rape and abuse 
of a child, and assault of a child 
with intent to rape. 

By law, sex offenders are 
required to register every year 
with local police departments in 
the towns where they work and 
live. They also must notify 
authorities of any change of 
address or employment. 

Authorities were aware of 
Johnson’s Roxbury home 
address, but when Johnson last 
registered, in November 2004, 
he lied and said he did not have 
a work address, said Andover 
police. Police also said they 
believe Johnson hoped no one 
would catch on about his work- 
ing in Andover, because he was 
working under a different last 

name, to conceal his sex-offend- 
| er status. 

Johnson might still be work- 
ing at Phillips Medical if he had 
not been stopped by police on 
Jan. 31 for a traffic violation. 
Johnson told police he was on 
his way to work at Philips Med- 
ical and was given a verbal 
warning. However, the officer 
noticed Johnson’s older model 
| vehicle had been stopped a 
| number of times, said Ricci, the 
Andover lieutenant. Then, John- 
| son’s name popped up as a reg- 
istered sex offender, and there 
| was no work address listed. 
| — Ricci began investigating the 
| situation. He called Philips 
Medical and was told there was 
no one by the name of “Akida 
| Johnson” working with the 


ing for a Computer Merchants, 
contracted by Hewlett Packard 
and working at the Philips Med- 
ical location. 

“Philips Medical staff was 
upset that one of their contrac- 
tors had put someone in their 
building that gave a false name,” 
said Ricci, adding that Philips 
Medical was helpful with the 
investigation. 

Statewide, there are 636 sex 
offenders known to be out of 
compliance with the sex offend- 
er registry laws, said Charles 
McDonald, director of commu- 
nication and legislation with the 
state’s Sex Offender Registry 
Board. He said there are current- 
ly 8,252 classified sex offenders 
throughout the Commonwealth. 
Johnson was a classified sex 
offender. 

Ricci said there could be 
other sex offenders secretly 
working in Andover. 

“I’m sure. Just think of all the 
companies in Andover,” said 
Ricci. 

Ricci said having a large 
commuter work force does 
come with such risks, but 
Andover police work to keep 
the community as safe as possi- 
ble. 


State system 

With Level 3 sex offenders, 
the most dangerous, the state 
has deemed “that the risk of 
reoffense is high” for a sexually 
based crime. There is active dis- 
semination of information about 
Level 3 offenders. 

Level 2 sex offenders, such 
as Johnson, are considered to be 
a “moderate” risk to recommit a 
crime. 

With Level | sex offenders, 
the state says “the risk of reof- 


fense by an offender is low,” and

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is available to law enforcement 
officers only, not the public. 

Every three years, sex 
offenders are up for reclassifica- 
tion. However, new crimes and 
convictions can cause the board 
to raise a person’s level. 
McDonald said the courts 
inform the board of new charges 
brought against sex offenders. 

“Any info like that, (and) we 
can determine whether to reclas- 
sify,” said McDonald. 

McDonald said he could not 
speak about Johnson’s case 
specifically. 

In August, the Sex Offender 
Registry Board began posting 
Level 3 sex offenders online. 

The faces, home and work 
addresses, physical descriptions 
and crimes committed by Level 
3 sex offenders are available for 
public viewing on its Web site. 
The database is searchable by 
name, town, county or zip code. 
The site received more than 2.1 
million hits from August to the 
end of 2004, said McDonald. 

Information about Level 2 
sex offenders is available at 
local police stations, including 
Andover’s. Residents will be 
required to sign a document 
stating they do not intend to 
bother or harm the sex offend- 
ers. There is also a request form 
on the Sex Offender Registry 
Board Web site. 

McDonald said it is impor- 


tant for people to be aware of 


potentially dangerous people in 
their community. He said fami- 
lies should warn their children 
about strangers and have a plan 
on what family members should 
do if they feel they are in danger.

The Andover Post Office, 10 
Stevens St., has officially intro- 
duced its Automated Postal 
Center. 

The APC is the US Postal 
Service's version of the ATM. 
Customers can use the self-ser- 
vice mailing center weekdays 
from 7:30 a.m. to 6 p.m., and 
Saturdays, from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. 

“APCs — Automated Postal 
Centers — provide easy access to 
postal products and services just 
as ATMs provide easy access to 
banking services,” Andover 
Postmaster Nicolas R. Frances- 
cucci said. “To customers, one is 
a self-service bank, while the 
other is a self-service Post 
Office. Unlike many ATMs, 
APCs don’t add transaction 
fees” 

Francescucci said Andover 
Post Office, as one of the 
nation’s 2,500 busiest offices, 
was selected to receive an APC 
in an effort to expand customer 
access to postal services beyond 
traditional retail hours. 

The APC is just 4-feet high 
by 3-feet wide. It is located in 
the Post Office lobby next to a 
convenient parcel slot that 
accepts packages up to 12-inch- 
es high, 14-inches deep, 20- 
inches wide. Francescucci said 
the APCs will help free retail 
associates to assist customers 
with face-to-face transactions 
such as mailing packages to 
international locations, using 
Registered Mail service, and 
purchasing postal money orders.

Why are you running for 
School Committee? 
Like many Andover families 


today, my own parents were of 


very limited means and they 
made great personal sacrifices to 
move into a town with a first 
class school system. | was very 
fortunate growing up to have two 
great science teachers in a public 
school system that helped me to 
excel to a pre-professional schol- 
arship program in college. I 
became one of the youngest den- 
tists in the country to graduate at 
age 22. If anyone understands 
the importance of a top public 
education, it’s me, and I want 
Andover to have the best level of 
public education it can have. 
Residents not only deserve it, but 
eared it by moving here. They 
paid for it, and there is a way to 
keep such high standards of per- 
formance without compromising 
other town services. 


What are the top three 
issues facing the school district 
and how do you plan to help 
tackle them? 

1) Increase funding for the 
schools through private funding. 
Basically, I want to pick up 
where Tony James left off with 
the Andover Coalition for Edu- 
cation, which is a way to 
enhance financial support for 
public education in Andover so 
that the schools have the

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Parents worried new math won’t add up 
to wanted college placement, success 


New program for 
Andover High School 


By Rita Savard 

A new math program being offered to 
Andover High School freshmen this fall 
has some parents questioning whether the 
new curriculum will prepare students 
adequately for college. 

Donna Pappalardo, math department 
head, unveiled the Core Plus Math Pro- 
gram to approximately 200 parents who 
crowded into the high school library last 
Wednesday. Pappalardo says the pilot, 
which is a continuation of the middle 
school Connected Math Program, will 
give students a competitive edge in geom- 
etry, statistics, algebra and calculus over 
those in the traditional math program. 
Both programs are designed to meet 
national standards for math skills. 

“T think Core Plus will change atti- 
tudes toward math,” Pappalardo says. 
“By actively working through applica- 
tions, students will gain confidence to 
become mathematically literate, get over 
their fears and help them to see what they 
actually need math for.” 

Currently, math at Andover High is 
taught in three levels, with Level | being 
the most advanced. Parents will still have 
the option to choose not to enroll their 
child in the Core Plus Math Program. 

An overview of CPMP, describes the 
pilot as reflecting the content and teach- 
ing methods recommended by the 
National Council for Teachers in Mathe- 
matics. CPMP includes a three-year core 
curriculum for all students, and a flexible 


fourth year designed to prepare students 
for college-level math. All subjects, 
including geometry, statistics and calcu- 
lus, are integrated throughout each cur- 
riculum. No single subject is taught in 
any course. 

While Pappalardo says that studies 
have shown math readiness for college 
was actually greater for students who had 
taken CPMP, some parents fear that a 
continuation of the Connected Math Pro- 
gram at Andover High will make it hard- 
er for students to get into top colleges. 

Paula Bakies, whose son will take tra- 
ditional math this fall, wonders how well 
he will perform in advanced classes after 
graduating from middle school, where the 
controversial Connected Math Program 
replaced traditional teachings two years 
ago. 

Bakies also worries that, once her 
child is a junior, the school system will 
make traditional math obsolete, as she 
believes it has in Andover middle 
schools. 

“Coming from the middle school 
CMP program, where the homework is 
minimal, and going to an enriched math 
or Level-1 traditional program at the high 
school where the homework is 50 prob- 
lems a night and the pace is phenomenal, 
I don’t see how kids can make that adjust- 
ment,” says Bakies. “I hope the high 
school teachers and the parents are pre- 
pared for overworked and frustrated stu- 
dents.” 

In 2003, Bakies’ daughter, Erica, pet- 
tioned the School Committee to restore 
advanced level math classes in addition 
to the CMP, but her attempt was unsuc- 


cessful. Erica Bakies is now a freshman 
at Phillips Academy, and, says her moth- 
er, is doing well in advanced math class- 
es. 

“It’s going to be a very difficult choice 
for me to know where to place my (other) 
child in the traditional math program 
now,” Bakies added. “He has not been 
adequately prepared to handle the 
enriched math, or Level |. Level 2 may 
be the only option, but in choosing Level 
2, that eliminates his ability to get into 
advanced placement math classes in his 
junior and senior years.” 

Andover High School math teacher 
Stephanie Ragucci says the approach and 
style of the Core Plus Math Program 
“leads more naturally into the MCAS” 
than traditional math. Research studies, 
taken from at least 11 schools, showed 
that students taking CPMP also scored 
higher in calculus than students who took 
precalculus classes alone, says Ragucci. 

“Core Plus looks more at conceptual 
activities where the students become 
problem-solvers responsible for their own 
learning, and teachers become facilita- 
tors,” Ragucci explains. 

The math teacher added that Core Plus 
math problems typically begin with 
investigative scenarios, motivating stu- 
dents to take action in learning the mate- 
rial, as opposed to traditional methods 
that rely more on “conceptual under- 
standing and problem-solving.” 

“If you define something at the end, 
after students have already conceptually 
learned it, then they have a better idea of 
how it works,” Ragucci says.

: centers in Massachusetts. Most 
: senior centers offer information 


and referral, nutrition, health 
screening, fitness and recreation 
programs, classes, health bene- 
fits counseling, tax assistance 
and numerous other activities. 
Family and caregiver support - 
particularly through supportive 
day or adult day health services 
- 1s becoming more wide- 
spread, along with computer 
training and pre-retirement 
planning. 

Outside the facility, COAs 
provide outreach, advocacy, in- 
home supports (such as tele- 
phone reassurance, friendly vis- 
iting, minor home repairs), 
nutrition program (including 
lunch clubs, meals on wheels 
and nutrition counseling), inter- 
generational programs and, of 
course, transportation. Although 
municipalities tend to define 


their own needs, it is clear from 
thorough research completed in 
1997 (resulting in the creation of 
the Duxbury Senior Center) that 
the growth in the elder popula- 
tion and its increasing longevity 
means that communities need to 
plan for flexible space, more 
complex needs and a variety of 
interests that seniors wish to 
pursue — and for which few 
other organized resources exist. 


The success of a senior 
center is often due to 
features such as 
accessibility/convenience, 
atmosphere/attractiveness, 
variety/opportunities and 
the responsiveness and 
initiatives of staff, 
volunteers and seniors 
themselves. 


Although elder service needs 
are, aS a group, fairly pre- 
dictable, senior center participa- 
tion is more qualitative. The 
success of a senior center is 
often due to features such as 
accessibility/convenience, 
atmosphere/attractiveness, vari- 
ety/opportunities and the 
responsiveness and initiatives of 
staff, volunteers and seniors 
themselves. Measurable charac- 
teristics such as the number of 
elders, tax base or prior partici- 
pation levels are indicators often 
of lesser importance. Location 
and parking matter greatly: for 
many seniors, mobility equals 


independence. As an aside, 
please know that many 
new/expanded facilities double 
or even triple their unduplicated 
(unique) count of participants 
within a year. 

Elder Affairs first issued 
guidelines for senior centers in 
1978 and the standards are still 
being refined, albeit incremen- 
tally. The only significant 
change since then was to nearly 
double the recommended square 
footage (from three square feet 
per elder to five to six square 
feet per elder) and establish a 
ratio of parking spaces based on 
the gross square feet of the facil- 
ity. The key in these facilities is 
the need for flexible (and 
expandable) space given the 

emographics of aging. 

Councils on Aging are the 
only public social service agen- 
cies in most Massachusetts 
cities and towns. The tasks and 
goals of each will be as large or 
small as the vision of what it 
takes to support seniors in their 
own homes — a clear, longstand- 
ing preference of the elder pop- 
ulation. This means the commu- 
nity-at-large, not just elders and 
caregivers, has to recognize the 
value of seniors and support that 
belief through a commitment of 
adequate resources. 

As someone in the “sand- 
wich generation,” caring for 
both parents and children and as 
an Andover resident I would 
like to see a community sup- 
portive of its senior residents 
build a senior center that meets 
both current and future needs, 
which the present center cannot 
do, so that I can participate 
when I reach “senior status.”

‘Slush fund’ for school raises 
Shows lack of trust with public 


Editor, Townsman: 

I was very pleased to read of 
the apparent settlement of the 
stalled teacher contract issue 
(“Teachers to vote on pact,” 
Townsman, Feb. 17). It is 
extremely important to provide 
a quality education to our chil- 
dren while rewarding our cur- 
rent teachers with an appropriate 
yet financially sound contract. 
Furthermore, we must attract 
quality educators in the future, 
and an appropriate and equitable 
contract will serve our commu- 
nity towards such desired 
results, 

Notwithstanding the positive 
results that have been reported, I 
am appalled at the statements 
attributed to Superintendent 
Claudia Bach in the Eagle-Tri- 
bune that there existed a contin- 
gency fund of $1,070,281 to 
finance the new contract. This 
“previously unpublicized” 
amount must be explained by 
the superintendent and the 
School Committee to the inhab- 
itants of Andover, who have 
been constantly bombarded with 
comments of financial doom 
and gloom. The teachers have 


been berated and ill will was 
created on all sides. Those of us 
who attended the Special Town 
Meeting last year were “request- 
ed” to approve a $600,000 over- 
ride amount to fund possible 
contractual agreements, but 
were never made privy to the 
source and amount of any con- 
tingency fund. We were simply 
told we should trust our elected 
officials. I recall no representa- 
tion of such a slush fund, which 
harkens back to Watergate era 
politics. Trust is a two-way 
street, and a lack of confidence 
clearly exists. 

We are seemingly dealing 
with officials who don’t trust 
our judgement and who do not 
want to hear dissenting voices. 
Undisclosed, private contractual 
deals with the superintendent; 
secret, behind-closed-door 
meetings of the School Commit- 
tee; and, now, undisclosed slush 
funds underscore the need for 
greater accountability among 
our elected officials. The current 
situation is intolerable and 
frankly inexplicable.

From measuring their own 
pulse rates to figuring out the 
best cellular phone plan, Level-3 
math students in a Core Plus 
pilot program at Andover High 
this year have improved their 
math grades, says Pappalardo. 

“We had so much success 
with Level-3 and Level-2 stu- 
dents, we'd like to open it up to 
students in Level 1,” Pappalardo 
added. The math department 
plans to advance Core Plus to a 
new grade each year, until it 
spans all four grades. 

But some parents will still 
need some positive proof CPMP 
is indeed challenging enough for 
top-level math students. 

“After my son received an 
800 on the math SAT from 
learning traditional math, I 
wouldn’t want to start trying 
something new with my kids 
now,” says Cynthia Twomey, 
who has another child entering 
ninth-grade in the fall. “This 
new program could work out 


well for other people, but I’m 
going to stick with what has 
worked well for me.” 

During last Wednesday's 
meeting, many parents were 
buzzing that a handout which 
included a list of national col- 
leges and universities that have 
accepted CPMP students did not 
list any Massachusetts schools. 

Pappalardo noted the error, 
saying the list should have 
included Boston College, 
Boston University, Emerson 
College, Harvard University, 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology and Tufts University. 

Ragucci says that, just 
because a college did not appear 
on the list, does not mean the 
school will not accept CPMP 
students. The names currently 
compiled on the list are all col- 
leges that have accepted stu- 
dents who were involved in 
CPMP pilot programs in other 
parts of the country.

Sagaser loved people, cultures

ANYCE SAGASER, 78, of Andover who was last week 
named one of the Rotary Club’s “2005 Citizens Who 
Care,” died Wednesday, Feb. 16 at the VNA of Middlesex- 
East Hospice in Reading. [Her obituary is on page 11.] 

The Rotary Club presented Sagaser, a mother of six, with 
the award four months before its annual ceremony after mem- 
bers learned she was dying of cancer. In her last days, Sagaser 
said the award helped her conceptualize and “have fun” 
retelling the story of the work she had done to improve the 
community. 

Sagaser received the award in recognition of her work as a 
leader of at least a half dozen community service organizations 
in and around Andover for more than 50 years, including work 
for the Andover Historical Society, American Field Service 
and the International Institute in Lawrence. 

Sagaser was unusually unafraid of death in her final weeks. 

“Dying, we all do that,” she said from her bedroom the 
week before she died. “The gift I have is being able to accept 
what will happen.” 

Sagaser remained alive 
and spirited, but weak, for

A memorial service for Sagaser will be held at South 
Church on March 5 at 2 p.m. 

Sagaser began her service to the Andover community as a 
Girl Scout troop leader for her four daughters. She was also a 
member of South Church and the Historical Society for over 
40 years, and a board member of Andover’s chapter of A Bet- 
ter Chance and Lawrence’s International Institute. She was 
also president of the local American Field Service chapter, and 
later an area representative for the national organization. 

She had a special passion for helping immigrants adjust to 
life in the Merrimack Valley and was known for always having 
a house filled with children, whether they were her own or 
others she helped raise through various programs, her husband 
said. 

Sagaser liked to travel and was especially attached to Crys- 
tal Lake in Michigan, where she spent most of her summers 
from childhood to adulthood.

No abandonment issues 


Rave reviews greet Mary McGarry Morris’ latest novel

ARY MCGARRY Morris is 
staunchly disciplined when it 
comes to her writing. So, the 
popular contemporary writer 
from Andover even shocked herself with the 
way she started writing her latest novel. 

Morris was working on another book, but 
the voice of Thomas Talcott, the lead char- 
acter in The Lost Mother haunted her, 
demanding she put his words on paper. 
Uncharacteristically, she did, putting aside 
the other book she was 
working on. 

“IT broke through my 
writing discipline, which 
has always been to keep on 
track,” said McGarry Mor- 
ris, Whose The Lost Moth- 
er hit bookstores last 
Thursday. Her most recent 
novel has been very well- 
received by reviewers 
around the country. 

“I’m not the type to 
switch horses in mid-stream, but this book 
pressed for attention. Every morning I was 
exhilarated by it and the writing flowed. It 
was a joy to write,” said McGarry Morris, 
who wrote the first-draft manuscript by 
hand, as she always does with her books, 

So, less than a year after her last book 
was published (A Hole in the Universe, 
March 2004), McGarry Morris has a new 
book (Viking, 274 pages, $23.95). 

She’s not usually a fast writer, but her 
Thomas character just would not leave her 
alone, she emphasized. 

“There was a sense of urgency,” said 
McGarry Morris. “Once a voice like that 
starts, you don’t stop. You go with it.”

So, she did, introducing the heartbreak- 
ing 12-year-old Thomas Talcott, who is 
struggling emotionally because his mother. 
Irene, has walked out on her family. Her 
husband, Henry Talcott, is a butcher in Ver- 
mont during the Depression. He, too, is 
struggling with his wife’s abandonment, 
while also trying to secure work. He is clear- 
ly a desperate man as he tries to hold his 
family together. He turns to his wife's fami- 
ly and neighbors for help, but those choices 
are disastrous and only fuel Henry Talcott’s 
desperation. 

Then there’s Thomas’ 
younger sister, Margaret, a 
“fresh as paint” 8-year-old. 
The lives of these siblings 
hit rock bottom when they 
find out the truth about 
their mother’s feelings for 
them. 

For McGarry Morris, 
Thomas Talcott’s life paral- 
lels her life a bit, and that 
explains why his voice just 
would not let her go. Her maternal grand- 
mother walked away from her family and 
for years, the author has wondered why. The 
two women never met and McGarry Morris 
has never learned why her grandmother left. 

“There was a mystery in my heart and 
brain as I wondered why she left and won- 
dered how any mother could leave her chil- 
dren. That was the seed of inspiration,” said 
McGarry Morris, who is married to Andover 
attorney Michael Morris. The Andover resi- 
dents have five children and also have 
grandchildren. 

Last Sunday's (Feb. 20) review of The 
Lost Mother in The Washington Post closed 
with this line: “It’s the saddest story ever to

One of her projects works fo im- 
prove health care in West Africa through sat- 
ellite-based telecommunications. She founded 
"The Earth We Share"™, an international sci- 
ence camp for kids 12 to 16.

Corporation, is licensed to develop commer- 
cial uses for a NASA medical technology

TEACHING YOUR CHILD TO BRUSH 


It is a good idea for parents to provide brushing instruction and assistance until 
their children reach age seven. According to one study of 534 five-year-olds, those 
who had parental supervision for their brushing had 32% fewer cavities than those 
left to their own devices. With this in mind, teach your child to hoid the toothbrush at 
a 45-degree angle at the point where the gums meet the teeth. They should use a 
Circular Massaging motion around each tooth. This motion best removes the plaque 
that would otherwise accumulate on tooth surfaces every 24 hours. Stress the

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Puppy love comes to school 


Trained therapy dog lessens stigma of counseling, reduces students’ stress

URRAY, A 2-YEAR- 
OLD golden 
retriever, might 
look like just an 
average dog, but he has proven 
himself to be quite a comfort to 
students at High Plain Elemen- 
tary School. In fact, he helps 
several of them to learn each 
week 

Students at all grade levels in 
this school look forward to 
what they call “Murray time.” 
During this time, students play 
with Murray, brush him, give 
him commands 
and provide 
treats in the 
form of vegeta- 
bles. Second- 
graders Nikos 
Wallingford, 
Devan DeSisto, 
Allison Clark, 
and Lincoln 
Grady are some 
of those who 
enjoy time with 
Murray during 
the week. The 
children run to 
this golden dog with smiles on 
their faces and stretch their 
arms wide around his neck. 

Janet Yedinak, Murray’s 
owner, is an adjustment coun- 
selor who works with many stu- 
dents at High Plain Elementary. 
Yedinak is trained in clinical 
social work and Murray is 
trained in emotional assistance 
by Therapy Dogs International 
Inc. 

This unique retriever attends 
school three days a week and 
works with the counselors in a 
variety of ways. 

For instance, 
Andover students who need 
practice with articulation work 
with Murray. They improve 
their pronunciation through the 
use of commands. Speech 
Pathologist Diane Winkelman 
believes Murray helps these 
students enunciate. 

“The students give him com- 
mands and they can practice 
words like ‘sit’ or ‘lay down. 
These commands not only help 
them open up, but it also helps 
students with their pronuncia- 
tion. They have to speak clearly 
for the dog to understand the 
command,” she said. 

Aside from providing com- 
fort to the students, Murray also

serves as a reward 

Yedinak, the counselor and 
dog owner, said, “Murray pro- 
vides comfort for students hav- 
ing a hard day and motivation 
for kids who work very hard. 
He also helps decrease the stig- 
ma of the counseling role and 
reduces students’ stress levels, 
which helps their learning.” 

According to the Therapy 
Dogs International, therapy dog 
visitation can, “lower blood 
pressure, promote relaxation, 
relieve agitation, anxiety and 
Stress, Improve communication 
between humans, and reduce 
the need for drug therapy in

some cases.” This organization 
was founded in 1976 by Elaine 
Smith, a registered nurse, who 
observed the benefits of human 
and animal interaction. Since 
then, the organization has 
spread across 50 states and has 
taught more than 11,000 dogs. 

Yedinak believed Murray 
had the makeup to work with 
children from the beginning, 
which is why she brought him 
to TDI for training. 

“He has a very gentle tem- 
perament. Every Sunday, my 
trainer and I would take him to 
a dog pound to introduce him to 
other animals 
and people,” 
said Yedinak. 

Now, having 
Murray in her 
office for stu- 
dents to visit 
also helps the 
students feel 
comfortable 
with her, she 
said, 

Since Mur- 
ray began at 
High Plain Ele- 
mentary 
School, he has become quite 
popular with adults, too. He is 
considered “part of the staff,” 
Yedinak said.

It’s the same pressing question at many 
churches: What can the church do to make the 
world a better place?
